While rival squads of Chicago police are 
competing in sporadic raids on gambling 
joints im various parts of town, ali that a 
Chicagoan with a gaming fever need to do 
to find relief is to take a street car to the 
right place. 

Within walking. distance of the city limits— 
in the village of Lyons—craps, roulette, and 
twenty slot machines paying cash prizes are 
played without concealment. And right 
across the city’s border line—in the village of 

Forest Park—slot machines doling out mer- 
cHandise checks can be found in almost any 
saloon. In the amusement park a harmless 
looking spindle wheel pays cash prizes to 
the lucky—with a safe margin for the oper- 
atora. 

In Lyons and in Forest Park the Chicago 
police are powerless, The games and gam- 
bling devices are outside their jurisdiction, 
They are beyond the city limits, but still 
within the confines of Cook county. In such 
cases it ie customary to expect the enforce- 
ment of law from county officers—the state's 
attorney and the sheriff. The records show 
no recent activity on the part of either Mr. 
Hoyne's Office or Mr. Zimmer's deputies. 


Rumors of Big Rakeof,” 

The most frequent violations of the law in 
these suburban villages are the slot ma- 
chines, but under the Illinois statutes even 
those delivering merchandise checks are held 
to be as much. erime as any other gambling 
devices. It Was rumors of a “big rakeoft" 


tor some one in Authority in connection with 


the toleration of these machines that led the 
late State“ Attorney Wayman to make an 
investigation of their operation. 
The criminal code forbids even the keeping 
or use of “any clock, joker, tape, or slot ma- 


| chine, or any.ather device upon which money 


ia staked or hagarded. or into which money 
ia paid or played upon chance, or upon the 
result of the action of which money or other 
valuable thing is staked, bet, hazarded, 
won, or lost.“ 

The penalty for the first offense is fixed at 
$100 and for the second offense at $500 arid 
confinement in the county zal for not less 
than six months, and for the third offense at 
$500 and imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not less than two nor more than four 


years. 


Workingmen Are Victims, 
There are twenty-three saioons In Lyons, 
which has a population of about 2,000. With 
the exception of three or four, each saloon 
has one or more slot machines. They have 


been installed there by the Mills Novelty 


company of 221 South Green street, Chicago. 
Although practically all the residents of the 
Village have learned there is no way of “ beat- 
ing the machines, many workingmef are 
seen playing them. Often the “ suckers” 
keep away until the influence of drink arouses 
visions of something for nothing. and then 
the play is reckless. 

“How do you manage to run them if they 
are illegal? an investigator asked Frank 
Blake, a bartender. 

“Oh, we get a tip every time there’s to be 
a rald and then we slip them out of sight. 
was the answer. “We never have any 
trouble here. Sometimes we have to slide 
them into a back room for a week or two.“ 

Where do you get your tips? 

„ Somebody up town." 


A bafber at Lyons said the machines have 
not deen disturbed by the county officers, as 
tips that they were coming always preceded 
their arrival. He also said the tips came 
«4 from. uptown. ” 

In one saloon, that of Albert Misek, almost 
nidden in the brush along a branch of the 
Desplaines river there is a slot machine and 
a roulette wheel. Misek said he never has 
been bothered by the county officers. 

The big days at the village are Saturday 
and Sunday. Then the crowds from Chicago 
appear and the roulette Wheels put in mo- 
tion and crap games are started. These days 

are said. to net the saloonkeeperes their big 
profita, although they regularly receive half 
the receipts in the slot machines.

Women Plan campaign in Every 
State Without Suffrage. 


STORM CONGRESS THURSDAY. 


Three Suffragets Sentenced in London; 
Mrs: Pankhurst No Better. 


Washington, D. C., July 25.—Plans for a 
widespread campaign for votes for wom- 
en, to be carried into all the states not 
now having woman suffrage, will be laid at 
a conference of the National Council of Wom- 
an Voters here Aug. 18, 14, and 15. An- 
nouncement to this effect was made today 
at the congressional committee headquarters 
of the council. 

Delegates to the conference will be pres- 
ent from Wyoming, Kansas, Utah, Idaho, 
Colorado, Washington, California, Oregon, 
and Arizona, the states having full woman 
suffrage. Illinois, in which women recently 
won a modified right to the ballot, also may 
be granted representation. 


Thirty-eight members of congress have sig- 


nified their intention of attending the ban- 
quet to be given by the Pilgrim” suffra- 
gists who will storm congress Thursday. A 
number of these have promised to deliver ad- 
dresses. The “ Pilgrims’ are converging 
on Washington in automobiles from all points 
of the compass.

the Navy Josephus Daniels told the women

What was the bitterness that entered the 
early life of the man who called himself 
Wiliam Henry Lee? What wrong did he 
suffer that caused him with every waking 
moment to cover up his past? 

James F. Bishop, public administrator, 
who is taking charge of the estate of §200,000 
left by the dead owner of the Laird & Lee 
publishing business, has a theory, only a 
theory, and he won't tell. 

No heir has appeared since Mr. Lee died 
on June 380, and as it is believed there never 
will be one found, the money at the end of 
twenty years will revert to the state. 

William Henry Lee dropped into St. Louis 
thirty-five years ago. He obtained work in 
a restaurant there. No one in the city ever 
had seen him. He never uttered & syllable 
that would throw light on his identity. 


Rise Starts in Chicago, 

The young man came to Chicago. He rose 
to the ownership of the greatest ¢ollection 
of dictionary plates in the world. He spent 
a quarter of a million dollars in Mtigation 
and in producing them. Yet ever his lips 
were sealed. 

Mr. Lee’s closest friends knew ag much of 
his history as the most distant stranger. He 
buried himself in his work. He hid his past 
in his heart. 

When he was stricken with paralysis and 
éould talk but little the publisher still was 
dumb as to his past. When his yoice was 
gone—when he could not move or transmit 
his thoughtse—he made frantic efforts to talk, 
it is believed, to reveal who he was and where 
he had come from. 

“ Perhaps,” said Mr. Bishop, he knew he 
was going in a little while. Perhaps he re- 
flected that within a short space of time he 
would be in the grave and he wanted his 
money to do some one some good. Perhaps— 
that is all I can say—perhaps. 

“I spent the entire night looking over his 
papers. There were some private letters from 
women, sore documents, and some public 
papers, but there wasn’t a line to indicate 
who he was. 

Enigma to Closest Friends. 

I have talked to Mr. Lee's closest friends. 
I have spoken to a woman who was an inti- 
mate friend, one with whom he had made 
an agreement that when either heard the 
other was ill that one was to go at once to the 
sick bed from whatever part of the world— 
and I am still in ignorance. The woman 
came on from New York after he had died. 

„Mrs. Barbara Clough, who came from 
Sherburne, Minn., to ald, if possible, in the 
settlement of the estate, was another inti- 
mate friend.

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COUNTY MAY HELP DERELICTS 


President McCormick Considers 
Plans to Aid Unfortunates. 


SUGGESTION BY AN EXPERT. 


“Forward to Land Scheme“ to Make 
„Waste“ Self-Supporting. 


President A. A. MoeOormick of the county 
board is considering the appointment of a 
oommittee to prepare plane for the rehabilite- 
tion of human derelicts now charges upon 
the coutny. Dr. John A. Horneby, hospital 
efficiency expert, has suggested a method of 
making the unfortunates self-sustaining. 

The Horneby proposal contemplates a new 
comtribution to the forward to the land 
doctrine. He would have the acres at Oak 
Forest owned by the county cultivated and 
made productive by men, women and children 
umfitted for other avocationa by disease or 
other cause. 

The suggestion, somewhat altruistic in ite 
nature, involves a large expenditure and in 
the opinion of Mr. McCormick may not be 
put into immediate effect because of the crip- 
pled finances of the county. He forewees the 
possibility of its ultimate edoption, how- 
ever, and has given it his unqualified approv- 
al. Other board members coincide in his in- 
dorsement. 


McCormick Outlines Plans, 

In a communication to the county board, 
President McCormick said; 

„Dr. Hornsby s suggestions are the result 
of his Investigation of the county’s charitable 
inetftutions, and relate particularly to the 
county hospital and the Oak Forest infirmary, 
but I feel thet his plan could be made com- 
prehensive enough to Include the inmates of 
the county jail and other elements of human 
waste that have not reached the county in- 
stitutions. 

“It will mot be long before the county is 
compelled to provide additional and better 
quarters for its prisoners. The experiences 
of other cities and states show the muscular 
energy and mental capacity of prisoners con- 
fined in penal institutions may be used for 
their physical and moral benefit by employ--. 
roent on a farm or in shops where manu 
training can be given. 


May Be Made Useful Citizens, 

“ By judicious employment many of these 
persons are restored to physical health and 
given training in trades and occupations 
that make them useful citizens after leaving 
these institutions. 

“There is another class of citizens whose 
efficiency, through infirmity, misfortune, or 
temporary incapacity, has fallen below the 
accepted standard. These men and women 
have ceased to be self-supporting, but have 
not reached the charitable institutions. They 
are willing to work, but are not able to earn 
a full day's wage. 

“Through no fault of their own they be- 
come a burden and a menace to society. 
The inefficiency of many of these persons 
is due to a lack of proper nourishment, the 
want of proper exercise of the energies thep 

and insanitary living conditions. 

“If they could be sent to the country to do 
light work, for which they have the present 
capacity, and live in the open air, they could 
be developed into able bodied workers and 
earn their own living. As a rule this is a 
self-respecting class which, with timely as- 
sistance and the development of earning 
power, would be saved from beooming in- 
mates of public institutions. 


Utilization of Human Waste. 

Dr. Hornsby's proposals deal principally 
with the utilization of the human waste re- 
osived at and discharged from the county’s 
charitable institutions. Instead of consigning 
to the ree heap the remnants of human 
energy that reach these institutions he pro- 
poses to make them a valuable asset, not only 
for the use and benefit of the individuals 
themselves but for the county and society 
at large.”

BURGLAR FREED; 
ADMITS 10 CRIMES 


Eddie Tole Is Paroled Under 
State’s Attorney's “Paring 
Down” System. 


ALLOWED TO QUIT STATE, 


Not Even Required to Make Res- 
titution to Victims He 
Robbed of Jewels. 


Eddie Tole, one of the cleverest burgiars 
ever apprehended by the Chicago polioa, is at 
liberty today, with permission to leave the 
state. He is on parole on motion of the state's 
attorney. 

This is the story of Kade Tole, who wem 
under the allases of Nelson, Wileon and Wil- 
liamson: Barly this year the police began re- 
ceiving numerous compleints from citizens 
whose homes had been robbed by a clever 
burglar, who always entered the houses he 
robbed through the transom He would se- 
lect a house on a street car line or near the 
elevated railroad, so the nolse of passing 
trains would cover the noise of the breaking 
glass as he punched in the transoms.

Deteotive William Baynes and others began 
finding pieces of the stolen jewelry in pawn- 
shope all over Chicago, The valuables had 
been pawned under the name of Eddie Tole, 
or Nelson, or Wilson. The police whistled in 
surprise. It looked as if Eddie must surely 
be a professionel. 


Police Arrest Eddie. 

They arrested Eddie and locked him up. 
They brought the stolen property and the 
owners before him. Dadte would finger the 
articles refiectively and then tell the owner 
just how he had stolen them. Bddie con- 
feased to all of the ten burglaries. The 
amount in each case was enough to have 
sent him to the penitentiary for a long term. 

He formally was charged with burglary 
and bound over to the grand jury on all of the 
b es. Then began the mysterious 
“pearing down” system, thanks to which 
Eddie is and out of jurisdiction of the 
state today. The victims of his robberies, 
thanks to the same system, are paying out 
money to pawnbrokers to recover their prop- 
erty. 

Althou the man had confessed to ten of 
the buglaries, he was indicted on only four 
of them. The grand jury must have been 
astounded at the mass of testimony given by 
citizens who told how their homes had been 
pilfered by the clever burglar. The four in- 
dictments were returned. Eddie appeared in 


court on Monday before Judge George A. 
Kersten. 


State’s Attorney Pares Down. 

Then the “ paring down "’ system asserted 
itself again. On motion of the state's attor- 
ney three of the indictments were stricken 
off the call. That left Eddie facing only one 
charge of burglary—but then that would have 
been enough to send him to the penitentiary. 

But the “ paring down system bobbed up 
again the same day. The burglary charge 
in the indictment would send Eddie to the 
penitentiary, so again or. motion of the state's 
attorney the felony was waived—that is, the 
charge was reduced to petit larceny. Eddie 
—quite naturally—pleaded guilty to petit lar- 
ceny, which would mean only a small work- 
house or jail sentence. 

But the “ paring down” system was not 
complete. Eddie’s lawyer entered a motion 
that Eddie should be set free on a parole, and 
to this the state’s attorney added his recom- 
mendation. So, accordingly Judge Kersten 
set Eddie at liberty on probation to Probation 
Officer J. W. Houston. 


“No Restitution Required.” 

Then there still remained the fact that 
some of the persons he robbed might want 
back the things he stole. The “ paring 
down system had to fix that in some way. 
On the parole application—where the ques 
tion is asked whether or not the prisoner 
is willing to make restitution for the proper 
ty. he stole—somebody wrote down the an- 
swer, No restitution required.” 

Bonds of $500 were signed by Alice F. Wile 
son of 8780 Lake avenue and B. F. M. 
Thompson of Gary, Ind. 

But there remained one disagreeable thing 
about the parole. Usually paroles provide 
the prisoner must stay in the state. But 
there was nothing ordinary about Daddie. 
On recommendation of his attorney and con- 
sent of the state’s attorney Eddie was given 
leave to go out of the state and the proba- 
tion period was placed at six months. As 
Eddie is out of the state on permission, he 
may laugh at the parole.

FALL OF VIDIN EXPECTED 


Servians Hold Key to Capture of 
Ancient Fortress; Rouma- 
nian Terms Refused. 


LONDON, July 25.—The important devel- 
opment today in the Balkan situation was a 
demand presented by the Austrian repre- 
sentatives at Athene and Belgrade for an im- 
mediate cessation of hostilities, together with 
a warning that Austria will not allow Bul- 
garia to be tog greatly humiliated. 

It was declared in Vienna tonight that 


should Greece and Servie still oppose an 
}armistice a Roumanian army, acting as a 


mandatory of Austria and Russia, will pre- 
vent any attack on Soffa and that Austria 
will take even more energetic steps, if neces- 
sary, to stop the war. 


Expect Fall of Vidin. 

In the miirtary sphere the principal news 
is that the Servians have invested the ancient 
fortress at Vidin, Bulgaria, 130 miles south 
of ‘Belgrade. 4 

The fall of the fortress cannot long be de- 
layed—in fact, a Belgrade dispatch reports 
that Gen. Kutuntcheff's troops already are 
beginning to surrender. 

Vidin, which has a population of 15,000, will 
be Servie’s biggest capture during the war. 

A dispatch from Rome says the powers 
have authorized Russia to occupy Armenia 
in order to compel Turkey to withdraw be- 
hind the Bnos-Midia line, the new frontier 
between Turkey and Bulgaria as fixed by the 
treaty of London. 


Report Bulgar Army Victor. 

A dispatch from Bucharest says news has 
been received from Sofia of a battle between 
Servians and Bulgarians near Tsarevoselo, 
on the River Brogalnitsa, in which the Bul- 
garians were victorious. The Greeks helped 
the Servians, whose casualties are reported 
to be 10,000.

Postmaster General Burleson 
to Put Rates Into Ef- 
fect on Aug. 15.

Washington, D. C., July 25.—Despite sena- 
torial criticism of the proposed reduction in 
parcel post rates and the increase in the size

“I felt that congress wanted the post- 
master general to go ahead and improve this 
service and not to be content with standing 
still.“ Mr. Burleson said. “ We are going 
to make money on this new business, and we 


will be able to make further reductions in 
rates.

Since the introduction of the parcel post, 
Mr. Burleson said, the revenue of the Chicago 
postoffice had increased 21.68 per cent. He

Being fond of filth, as well as of clean 
food; being fond of dirty places, naturally 
they have many germ diseases of their own, 
There are epidemics affecting flies as 
well as epidemics affected by flies. But 
what matters it if a few millions are killed 
by germs when so many millions can quickty 
breed? Nothing with the feeding and 
breeding power of a fly is at any great dis- 
Advantage from germs. It is the human 
being that expects to produce but a few 
6f its kind that must fight off the enemies 
to keep the areas n 


In fighting files, it t & most important to 
concentrate attention on fly breeding places. 
Next in importance comes fly feeding places. 
Flies require such an enormous volunie of 
food that we cant accomplish something by 
keeping things free from fly food. Most 
important is care of the garbage—no gar- 
bage on the ground, a clean can well cov- 
ered arid frequent removal. 

But efforts toward diminishing fly food 
Should not stop at garbage. Exposure of 
foods to the flies in stores must be stopped. 
(Confectionery, frufits, vegetables, meats, . 
asd general bulk groceries must not be ex- 
posed. It some states, laws covering this 
point are enforced. In others they are a 
dead letter. What's the use of fly posters 
and widely heralded fly campaigns if the law 
relating to fly food is not enforced?

Pascal, half brother of - King Francis 
of Naples, was the black sheep of his family;

He had at the time no money, his mo mer, 
the dowager queen of Naples, by birth an 
Austrian archduchess, having stopped his 
allowance in order to force him to behavs 
himself.

on the condition that he should acknowledge 
himself before a notary and before the mayor 
to be the father of her illegitimate son, 
Henry, then some 15 years of age, and who 
had figured up to that time dn the registér 
of birth as of unknown father.

The 
man keeps a silent counsel, the wife in her 
jealousy. stoops to actions of which she is 
heartily ashamed, and things get into a 
wretched tangle. Finally she asks her hus- 
band to go away for three months, so he 
takes a ship’for New Zealand and the vessel 
goes down en route and he never sees his 
young son nor does the wife have an oppor- 
tunity “te make up to him the sorrow she 
caused.

The former edition, which has 
been out of print for some years, was a stocky 
12-mo. in sine, but this issue, which is prac- 
tically a new work, is a quarto of 300 pages, 


nearly 200 of which consist of an index in 


three columns. 


The main body of the Work concerns itaclt 
with divisions of English, American, and 
French fiction divided into centuries or parts 
ef centuries, with other sectionededling with 
that of the Slavonic nationalities, non-Nuro- 
pean nationalities, Latin, Scandinavian, 
Italian, Hungarian, Greek, German, Span- 
ish, Yiddish, Celtic, Belgian, Dutch and 
Flemish. 

Under each of these divisions the authors 
appear alphabetically with their works, the 
date of publication, and, in the case of con- 
temporary books, the publisher and price. In 
connection with the principal or character- 
istic works of the author Mr. Baker supplies 
notes. We presume the nature of the task 
has been such that some of the novels of the 
last two or three years had to be omitted, for 
greater books have appeared since those he 
mentions under certain English and Amert- 
Can authors. 


It would seem that this could have been 
remedied by not trying to print the entire 
works of an author. Surely Justin Huntley 
McCarthy is not entitled to the space given 
his thirteen books, each with a characteristic 
note; nor Robert W. Chambers to the room 
devoted to his sixteen. books. Many in- 
stances of this kind show a lack of discrim- 
ination. Nor does the table of errata by any 
means contain all the mistakes, typograph- 
ical or otherwise. 

Nevertheless, the work as nearly justifies 
its title as is humanly possible.

Well to do and wealthy do not have to bother 
about the high cost of living; it is only the 
poorer classes, and two-thirds of that class 
would not be poor if they would take more care 
of the money they do get. High rent, big cuts 
of meat, phone, and order clerks are not for 
them. They must learn how to buy, go them- 
selves, and see what they get. 

In cold weather meat will keep a week if a 
box is put out on the window sill. A handy box 
can be made by covering with ollcloth and a 
door to open inside, so when you open the win- 
dow you can let down the door. They can be 
bought in the stores made of iron for less than 
a dollar, and are a great saving on ice, and 
for the mother who has small children and 

can't go to the store every day they are great. 

Beans, a salad, and dessert, or macaroni and 
cheese with salad and dessert make good, sub- 
stantial meals. If Mrs. J. K. saved $15 a nronth 
“on cake and pie, how much doctor bill did she 
save, or does that amount include the doctor 
bill, and if not, what did she make to take the 
place of this food, or did they eat the cake and 
pie just for fun? She has got my goat here.

This leaves $34 a month for clothing and 
saving.

This leaves us $138 
a year for our clothing. My husband keeps 
to his share, $60, by buying one suit each year, 
a winter one one year, a summer one the next. 
In my clothing, I buy out of season always, 80 
do not follow all the latest whims of Dame 
‘Fashion. Even then it takes a great deal of 
planning to dress on $78 a year. My plan is 
to buy all food stuffs in season when they are 
best and cheapest; all clothing and furnishings 
out of season. I am able to provide good food 
for $16 a month, by doing my own shopping,

by baking all bread and what little pastry a, 
care for, by planning all meals one or two days 
ahead, then only buying what is needed and 
by using every bit of food I buy. Tastes vary 
so that what we enjoy might not please other 
families. I will say, though, that I have found 
through experience it dpes not pay to run from 
one market to another. There is the time lost 
which is an item to the woman who does her 
own work and she usually gets the tough steak 
or bruised apples if she is not known in the 
market. I say, pick A a reliable but not 
fashionable market, then stick to it. The few 
extra pennies paid for one thing will be made 
good on another or in good weight, which is not 
always given at sales markets. 

Some one may say $270 is not much to save. 
True, it is not, but we cannot reduce one item 
but rent and since we are home loving people 
we feel we are sensible to live in light and 
pleasant rooms.

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How to Buy. 


To reduce the cost of living one must know 
how to buy and when and where. There are so 
many housewives who make the great mistake 
of always doing their buying by telephoning 
their wants to their grocer. Their grocer can 
send them just what he pleases and fix the price 
accordingly. I am now having a telephone in- 
stalled in my house. A short time ago when 
I happened to tell my grocer about it he said, 
“Well, we can call you up every morning, and 
that will save you coming to the store.” I 
thanked him for the interest he was taking, but 
said that I preferred to see what I was pur- 
chasing, and to know what it was going to cost 
me before I bought it. I carry home every con- 
celvable thing that is carryable,“ just to make 
sure that I get what I buy. Of course, the 
heavier articles, such as flour and potatoes, I 
am compel to have delivered; but I would 
mot if I were able to carry them, 

Not long @go0 I bought some fine, big sweet 
apples and,-tarried some of them home, leav- 
ing the others to be sent with my flour. O. 
horrors! When I saw the apples I threw up 
my hands in disgust. Inetead of sending me 
what I had bought they had send me a mixture 
of sour and sweet apples, the smallest and poor- 
est in the store. They were worth much less 
than the apples that I had purchased. I made 
a complaint, but that did not replace the fine 
apples I had bought but @id not get. The 
reason I carry so many of my purchases is 
simply that I want what I buy. 

Another mistake so ny housewives make is 
in sending children to do their buying. Some 
grocers Will put anything off on a child. When 
we. all learn that to make our purchases in per- 
son is a duty thet we owe our families, we will 
not find it so hard to make ends meet, but will 
find that we have saved dollars. 

An acquaintance of mine told me some time 
ago that she had been buying of a certain 
grocer for five years, had never seen his store, 
did not know where it was located, but just 
knew it was number so-and-so on a certain 
street. She did all her buying by telephone or 
through the order boy, which I maintain is a 
great mistake if we wish to economize. 

The time to buy is when things ere advertised. 
Nearly all the grocerg have sales on oertain 
days. I make it my business to watch their 
ads, and supply myself with cocoa, sugar, soap, 
and the like at a great saving on ethose days. 
In counting up my bill I often find that I have 


‘saved from 20 to 25 cents by buying things 


that were advertised. All of them were neces- 
sities, yet they probably would not be needed 
that day, but needed Before another sales day. 
Always pay cash if possible. Then you can 
be independent and buy of whom you choose. 
Keep your eyes open for bargains and when 
you see one in the produce market cinch it, 
whether it saves you 5 cents on six bars of 
soap, or 10 cents on an eighth of a barrel of 
flour. Be on the alert and buy as shrewdly as 
I. and there will be less cause for this much 
ado about hard times.

EW YORK, July 25.—Back from Europe, 
where it has been investigating. agti- 
cultural conditions, the American com- 
mission on agricultural codperation an- 
nounced tonight that it has obtained a 

wealth of information which K believes will 
enable it to prepare its report and submit 
the document before the end of the * 
year. 

Thirty-six states of the union, as well as 
four provinces of Canada, aré — — 
in the personnel ot the commission, which in- 
cludes a-federal commission of seven members 
appointed by the president. The movement 
represented is nation wide, intended to inter- 
est the rural population in betterment meas- 
ures along financial, business, and social lines, 

— 

The commissioners have prepared a letter 
outlining their work in Europe, to be sent 
to the governors of the states represented 
and to farmers’ organisations and agricultural 
institutions throughout the country. Codpera- 
tion among farmers’ credit systems and the 
organization of rural life in Buropean cotn- 
tries have been the particular form of study, 

The letter says it found the prevailing rate 
of interest paid by farmers for short time 
loans from 4 to ö per cent on terms gen- 
erally better than available to American 
farmers.” One class of organizations supplies 
such personal loans and others long time land 
mortgage credit. 

— 

“she personal credit organizations have the 
form . codperative societies,” the letter adds. 
“These short time credit societies furnish 
cheap, safe, and elastic credit to their mem- 
bers by reason of their control by farmers and 
are organizations exclusively in the interest 
of the farmers, who operate them at nominal 
cost and without seeking dividend profit to 
such societies. Land mortgage credit has been 
organized so as to place a collective security 
back of bonds issued by land mortgage socie- 
tles in contrast with the system of market- 
ing individual loans upon individual mort- 
gages. 

“The organisations for production and dis- 
tribution of farm products follow cotperative 
lines. Farm products are sold by the pro- 
ducer at a relatively higher price and are 
bought by the consumer at a relatively lower 
price because the cost of distribution is con- 
siderably lowered by codperative marketing.” 

The report of the commission will be made 
to the governors of the states and to the 
Southern Commercial congress, which meets in 
Mobile on Oct, 27, The report of the federal 
commission will be mace to congress. 

A meeting of members of this commission 
will be held in Washington shortly.
